League Delegates See Estab­ 
lishment of Body Most 
Important Step 


GENEVA, Sept. 14.— The world’s 


fifty-year dream of an international 
court of justice became a reality to­ 
day when the league of nations elect­ 
ed eleven judges and four deputies 
to the world court. 
John Bassett Moore, of the United 
States, member of the permanent 
court at the Hague, was elected by 
the assembly on the second ballot 
this afternoon. 
On the first ballot 
nine judges were chosen. 
T here w as the keenest political 
“log rolling” for the positions, the 
South Am erican 
countries, 
being 
strong in num bers, holding the bal­ 
ance of power in m any instances. 
League delegates today declared 
the establishm ent 
of 
tho interna­ 
tional coart of justice to fie far and 
away the m ost im portant undertak­ 
ing of the league of nations. 
On the 
first ballot 
today Elihu 
Root received the vote of six 
na­ 
tions. 
John 
B assett 
Moore 
received 
tw elve votes on the first ballot, Dr. 
Roscoe Pound, dean of the H arvard 
Law school, six, and Sir Robert Bor­ 
den, form er 
prem ier 
of 
Canada, 
tw elve votes. 
T he council and the assem bly of 
the league voted separately.. 
Dr. Max 
H uber of 
Sw itzerland, 
w as elected a justice of the court 
on the fifth ballot. Dr. H uber is legal 
adviser of the Swiss foreign office 
and professor of law at the U nivers­ 
ity of Zurich. 
The election of John B assett Moore 
of New York, who was chosen by 
the assem bly on th e second ballot, 
was confirmed by the league coun­ 
cil. 
T he league assem bly on the first 
ballot today elected the following 
to the international court:

S tates has been invited to become 
a m em ber of the world court, neith­ 
e r P resident H arding nor Secretary 
of S tate H ughes has replied to the 
Invitation. 
A ttitude of this governm ent, un­ 
der the H arding adm inistration, has 
never definitely' been 
announced. 
h ut it has been predicted th at P resi­ 
dent H arding may bring the U nited 
S tates into the court as part of a

man who struck him over the head 
w ith the b utt of a revolver. 
This is according to Sheriff C. E. 
Jackson and Officer O. K. C arr, who 
took Sanchez to the county hos­ 
pital last nighL 
Jackson said th a t M atouk pointed 
his finger at Sanchez and bitterly ac­ 
cused him of the attack. 
Before the suspect w as taken to 
the hospital Jackson got a descrip­ 
tion of the gun-wielder from M atouk 
and Sanchez w as picked out of the 
eight suspects 
as being 
the m an 
Matouk had referred to. 
Sanchez 
has a long black m ustache and pro­ 
truding teeth, w hich have the ap­ 
pearance of tusks. 
Matouk was struck four tim es by 
the butt of a revolver. All of the 
wounds are on his scalp. H e still is 
in a precarious condition, but will 
probably recover, according to Dr. H. 
E. Zaiser. 
Sanchez, who is considered one of 
the ringleaders by the authorities, 
today was taken into the district a t­ 
torney’s office and severely grilled. 
Just what 
inform ation 
was gained 
from him was not disclosed, but it is 
understood th at he gave the officers 
clues that will lead to the a rrest of 
several other M exicans, and th at he 
practically incrim inated himself. 
One of the five guns taken by the 
authorities when they arrested four 
suspects at a M exican house on E ast 
Fifth street about three hours after 
the m urder, has been identified by

Another gun found in possession 
of the Mexicans arrested in the Fifth 
street house and which w as cov­ 
ered with w hat appeared to be blood 
has been exam ined by a bacteriolo­ 
gist.

Superior Judge R.

Williams, 
before whom the case was tried yes­ 
terday, denied a petition for revoca­ 
tion of 
letters 
of 
administration j 
granted 
to 
Public 
Administrator 
Charles D .Brown and refused to de­ 
clare Mrs. Lester administrator of 
the estate. 
It 
was 
the 
contention of Mrs. 
Lester and her attorney that she did 
not nominate Brown as administrator 
of the estate, but letters introduced 
in evidence by District Attorney A. 
P. Nelson tended to show that she j 
did. 
It was proved to the satisfac­ 
tion of the court that Mrs. Lester 
sent Brown her mother’s will and re-j 
quested that he file It for probate 
and act as administrator. 
Mrs. W ettlin entered into an agree-! 
ment with Mrs. Harriet E. Williams,* 
mother of Mrs. Lester, in October, I 
1920, whereby she was to sell her 
the two Huntington Beach lots. Mrs. 
W ettlin paid all of the purchase price 
except 
$600. 
Negotiations 
for the 
final payment and deed to the prop­ 
erty were held in abeyance because 
of Mrs. W illiam s’ illness and subse­ 
quent death. 
The money, how ever,;

Burns stated that he would be in 
his 
office, 
Room 
No. l l, Rowley 
block, all day tomorrow to receive 
taxpayers and assist them in every 
way possible. 
Burns has just returned from two 
months* special duty In San 
Hula 
Obispo, Ventura and Santa Barbara 
counties. This work was visiting, in­ 
terviewing and assisting taxpayers 
on special and sales 
taxes. 
The special tax includes theaters, 
poolrooms, taxies and doctors and 
druggists for the sale and prescrib­ 
ing of narcotics. This tax Is refer­ 
red to and classed under the head 
of “occupational taxes.” 
The sales tax refers to those more 
familiar to the public, In general, 
covering taxes on admissions 
and 
dues, sales of 
commodities under 
dealers' excise tax, manufacturing 
tax and the tax on transportation. 
Owing to the fact that the deputy 
collectors, serving that district vis­ 
ited by Burns, were unable to visit 
the towns with the frequency that 
was possible in Orange county, ac­ 
counts for the lack of sufficient in­ 
formation in regard to the applica­ 
tion of the internal revenue laws. 
Delinquency Problems 
Burns stated that in his trip he 
found comparatively few who were 
not 
informed 
as to

linquency lay. The principal delin­ 
quency found to exist was the fail­ 
ure on the part of the merchant, or

and adequate detailed dally records 
of tax collection on sales. 
Burns further stated that; 
“It would take at least four tim es 
as much tim e to check up an equal 
number of stores in the territory I 
visited 
as It 
would 
In 
Orange 
county.” 
R. E. Ardery, division chief of the 
IT. S. Internal Revenue department, 
in speaking of 
the 
department’s 
work In Orange county, made the 
following statem ent: 
“We 
are auditing, or making 
a 
general check of sales taxes collect­ 
ed. Orange county shows very few 
discrepancies. Books seem to be In 
the best of 
shape; 
can’t say the 
same of other sections of the coun­ 
try.” 
This splendid showing of Orange 
county is largely due to the untir­ 
ing efforts of 
Burns 
in working 
among 
the taxpayers for the past 
three years. 
While being returned to duty In 
Orange county, Burns will not be 
accessible regularly until after he 
has enjoyed a vacation, which will 
be about October I.

The poultry m an who can m ake 
his hens lay the greatest possible 
num ber of eggs w ithout im pairing 
the future usefulness of the hens, 
has the secret of success In poultry 
growing. 
And just now poultrym en are fig­ 
uring on making th eir hens prodnce 
the greatest possible num ber of eggs 
during the coming winter. 
W hat’s the best winter laying and 
breeding ration? 
The question is asked frequently 
at the Farm Bureau office. Poultry­ 
m en want to know w hat the poultry 
division of the U niversity of Califor­ 
nia has to say about the m atter. 
The Farm Bureau has issued the 
following statem ent: 
At this tim e of year when the 
spring and sum m er pullets should be­ 
gin their w inter’s w ork of laying 
eggs the poultrym en are very anxi­ 
ous to feed proper combinations of 
grain and care for their birds in cor­ 
rect m anner to get highest produc­ 
tion. 
Laying, Breeding Ration. 
Q uantity egg production is the re­ 
sult of (I) system atic culling and 
breeding, (2) skilful feeding and (3) 
comfortable, healthful quarters. 
Feeding cannot overcome the det­ 
rim ental effect on the egg yield of 
indiscrim inate breeding and dirty, 
crowded quarters. 
It may be possible to greatly in­ 
crease production for a short period 
by over stim ulation with drugs, con­ 
dim ents 
and 
very 
concentrated 
ground feeds, but the 
hen soon 
breaks down under such treatm ent 
and her future usefulness is serious­ 
ly impaired. 
All that feeding can be expected 
to do is to supply a well balanced 
diet that will 
prom ote 
maximum 
norm al production if fed in such a 
way as to stim ulate healthful a c tiv i­ 
ty. 
The method of feeding is fully 
as im portant as the feed m aterials 
fed. 
A Good Ration. 
A very good ration for laying hens 
is as follows: 
Grain M ixture—IOO lbs. whole or 
rolled barley; 50 lbs. Egyptian corn 
or milo m aize; 50 lbs. cracked In­ 
dian corn. 
Mash M ixture— (can be fed either 
moist or dry)—50 lbs. wheat bran; 
50 lbs. w heat shorts or brown m id­ 
dlings; 50 lbs. - round barley or oats; 
IO lbs. soybean or linseed mea*, IO 
lbs. Cocoanut or soybean or linseed 
or cottonseed meal or ground b ean s; 
30 lbs. m eat scrap or fish scrap; 5 
lbs. finely granulated charcoal; I lh. 
finely sifted dairy salt. 
The feeding of one grain alone is 
not apt to give as good results as j 
the feeding of a 
m ixture of two [ 
grains, and a m ixture of three or 
four grains is even better. 
It pays 
to feed grain m ixtures and m ash 
m ixtures containing quite a variety 
of feeds, if feed prices will allow, be­ 
cause variety increases palatability 
and palatability produces a more ef­ 
ficient use of the feed eaten as it 
stim ulates a more copious secretion 
of the digestive juices. 
V ariety in the ration also insures 
the fowls getting a good supply oft 
all the different food elem ents neces-l 
Bary to health and production. Sqm ej 
feeds lack certain essential food ele­ 
m ents th at others possess. 
If the 
ration w ere lim ited to a very few 
feeds, some of these essential food 
elem ents m ight be lacking and the 
health and production of the fowls 
would be affected.

As a result, the industry is regarded now as on a 
safe basis. 
Some of the manufacturers, unable to 
stand the efficiency pace set, may fall by the wayside, 
but the big majority will doubtless pull through, and 
the whole industry will be able to face the future with 
greater assurance. 


Incidentally a great service has been rendered to 
business in general by this example. 
The resumption 
of automobile activity means increased activity along 
many lines. 
It inspires a far more hopeful public at­ 
titude. 


It is unfortunate that some of the other industries, 
now in the doldrums, have had no radically recon­ 
structive condition to poke them out of their troubles.

QUOTA SYSTEM FAILS 


When the emergency restrictive immigration act 
was passed permitting entry into this country of a lim­ 
ited percentage of aliens from each country whose 
nationals seek our shores, many of its faults were rec­ 
ognized. 
Stdl, it was thought to be fairly satisfac­ 
tory as an interim measure. 
In actual operation it becomes more ludicrous and 
unsatisfactory with each succeeding month. 
IMews- 
papers of Sept I carried the report of immigrant 
ships racing to harbor from just outside the three 
mile limit where they had been in waiting for several 
days. 
Each captain was eager to be first to arrive so 
that his passengers could be dumped before the quo­ 
tas for their lands were filled. 
There are so many 
hundreds more aliens desiring entrance than the 
quotas allow, that late comers must either be returned 
to their native shores or held on Ellis Island until the 
first of the following month gives them another 
chance. 
It is a silly as well as hying situation. 
Immigra­ 
tion officials are conferring in an effort to find some 
sane way to enforce the law and at the same time 
avoid the undesirable effects of its application. What­ 
ever they succeed in doing to solve the immediate 
problem, there should be one permanent lesson 
learned from it 
When Congress reconvenes this month it should 
give early and sane immigration legislation as import­ 
ant a place on its calendar as the tariff and taxation 
already occupy. 


OUR REINDEER EXPERIMENT 


The announcement that a shipment of thirty 
thousand pounds of Alaskan reindeer meat has just 
been received at San Francisco calls attention to the 
remarkable success of our reindeer experiment in 
Alaska, where the value of the reindeer herds, estab­ 
lished a few years ago, is now counted by millions of 
dollars. 
In the early part of our ownership of Alaska the 
natives were chiefly dependent upon the whale, wal­ 
rus and seal for their animal food, hut with their 
rapid destruction by the white man the supply of an­ 
imal food, an absolute essential in that climate, was 
greatly reduced, and the existence of the natives thus 
threatened. 
This condition was brought to the at­ 
tention of the public in the United States in the early 
nineties by Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who had been sent 
to Alaska by die government to establish schools 
among the natives, and he conceived the idea of 
introducing the reindeer, then unknowm in Alaska, 
but proving extremely useful in Siberia and Lapland. 
Persona] appeals by Dr. Jackson to the public in 
the United States resulted in contributions of $2.146, 
and sixteen head of reindeer from Siberia were land­ 
ed in Alaska in 1891, followed by about two hundred 
and fifty in later shipments during the year. 
Con­ 
gress then made several small contributions, and by 
1900 the total number of reindeer imported into 
Alaska from Siberia had aggregated about twelve 
hundred. 
Importation was then suspended. 
As a consequence of this establishment of the 


j reindeer industry in Alaska a quarter century ago, the 


I number of reindeer now scattered through that terri- 
tory is about 140,000 and their value between three 
and four million dollars. 
So liberally are the reindeer herds now supplying 
the natives, thor owners, with meat, milk, butter and 
j cheese, that their owners are now able to spare large i 
quantities for the white population of Alaska and 
pew questions are more frequently asked the ta­ 
ll tinted quantities for shipment to the Pacific Coast 
cities. 
The especial value cd this reindeer enterprise in 
Alaska was found in the fact that it turned into food 
from a natural growth formerly unutilized, and at the 
same time encouraged a fixed habitation and a do­ 
mestication of industry on the part of a population 
formerly nomadic through its dependence upon the 
ocean’s frontage for its supply of aniiXal food. 
The 
reindeer, which thrives upon the formerly unutilized 
mosses and lichens of the Arctic “Tundra," which he 
digs from beneath the snow in winter, serves not only 
as a food supply but also a draft and pack animal in 
transporting mails and merchandise, while bis skins 
furnish clothing and shelter for the natives. 


SCHOOL BUILDING CHEAPER 


With the cost of building going down and plenty 
of labor obtainable, a great school building program 
should be undertaken all over the country without de­ 
lay. 
In most communities the erection of schools, like 
other building operations, has been delayed f o r ____ 
years because of the shortage of materials, difficulty 
in obtaining labor and high prices and wages. 
But 
now all these factors which tended to delay construc­ 
tion are being modified by inexorable economic pres­ 
sure. 
In one city where the building situation has been 
especially difficult it is estimated that the cost of con­ 
struction has gone down from 70 cents a cubic foot to 
40 cents within the last IO months. 
This is a drop of 
nearly 50 per cent. 
Somewhere near the same per­ 
centage would probably obtain in most localities. 
Such a decrease should tend to stimulate all the long 
delayed building of schools and additions. 
This fall, which finds in practically every com­ 
munity the same old crowding of the schools, finds 
remedy of the conditions simpler than for years
